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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-5, 7-18 and 30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or otherwise suggest a rotary bearing comprising a radially inner bearing 
part and a radially outer bearing part rotatable relative to one another, said outer radial part 
having an inner peripheral surface which engages an outer peripheral surface of said inner 
bearing part by way of a rotating bearing, said inner and outer peripheral surface also defining a 
ring chamber (including an indention that defines an orthogonal counter surface to be referred to 
further on in the reasons for allowance); at least one first lubricant passage supplying lubricant 
from a reserve outside the bearing into the ring chamber and at least one second lubricant 
passage leading from the ring chamber at the outer peripheral surface of the inner bearing part to 
an inner peripheral surface of said inner bearing part; a lubricant distributing element connected 
to said at least one lubricant passage and located within the ring chamber, said lubricant 
distributing element defining a first and second outflow path for the lubricant, said first path 
supplying lubricant to the rotating bearing surfaces and said second path supplying lubricant to 
the at least one second lubrication passage wherein said first outflow path is formed between an 
outer surface of said lubricant distributing element which extends substantially orthogonal to an 
axial direction and a counter surface (of the aforementioned indention of the ring chamber) of 
said ring chamber which extends also substantially orthogonal to the axial direction whereby the 
independent singularity of the lubricant distributing element allows for adjustment of the size of 
the flow paths thereby allowing modification in terms of amount of lubricant that is supplied to 
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the rotational bearing engagement surfaces and the inner peripheral surface of the radial inner 
bearing part, respectively.
